The attitude now btHhering mnnv Ameri* 
cans—but not the ones who disp lay it—is that 
anybody who cooaciously uses his brain for 
anything more than his job demands, who in­ 
dulges in sustained thought about p roblems 
outside his immediate daily needs, Is at best 
a snob, at worst automatically dangerous and 
p robably aubverslve. Ye.sterday he was a 
long-hair, today he is an egghead, tomorrow—? 
This is sad for everybody—the name-callers 
because they often don’t k now their own mo­ 
tives; the eggheads beacuse they are human 
too, don’t lik e being hated, and. esp ecially if 
they have given hostages to fortune, too often 
feel a necessity for bolding their tongues and 
letting a lot of things go by the board that 
they could, and feel they should, challenge. 
What a waste this it of human p owers. 
Dr. Lee Du Bridge, who made the p ap ers 
with his p roject for "mak ing think ing p op u- 


lar” Is concerned with one p articular asp ect 
of the sihiatimi. He relates It to the now ad­ 
mitted national shortage of scientists and 
engineers, a danger anybody can ap p reciate. 
In a country seemingly crowded with p rofes­ 
sional and amateur inventors, exp erimenters 
and emp irical scientists lik e the rain-mak ers, 
who conMd^'r ihcinselv^s eminently p ractical 
and hard-headed, this is a strange develop ­ 
ment. Dr. Du Bridge sees in It a challenge 
to thase who feel there is but 
a small chance 
of blundering through world p roblems before 
the world falls on its face, but that there is 
some hop e of "think ing them through.” 
Now everyboely all together, turn off the 
TV, shove the scrabble board aside, let the 
gla.ss .stand emp ty, and give the old brain 
a work out. It may hurt at first, but with p rac­ 
tice it ran be made to yield a strange new 
satisfaction. If the world is p rettv Stad to 
contemp late fa.st now, that is p artly to be 
laid to the p rejudice against using the head 
for something more than hanging a hat

$ 1,500 or 50,000 Lives 


Korean and American architects have doubt­ 
less been learning a great deal about each other 
of late week s, in addition to the details of a 


joint p roject on their drawing boards in New 
York . They sp ent most of their time on a single 
p lan, from which they hop e a million structures 
will be built. It is for a family dwelling, a 
structure of concrete block s about the size of 
a two-car garage, with an enclosed court. The 
floors will be heated from cook ing fixtures. A 
p ilot unit of about 50 such houses is p lanned for 
a site near Seoul, to be built under ausp ices of 
the American-Korean Foundation. 
Such a p roject would exemp lify one of the 
best ways of showing to other p t*op les 
how- 
Yank ee ingenuity really work s, os a matter of 
p rivate enterp rise. One great beauty of the p lan 


is of eour.se the detail that .such a house can 
be built in Korea for less than $ 1,.5(» 0. 
The Soviets will doubtless mak e with the 
p rop aganda when they see what is afoot, de­ 
scribing their marvelous constructions that cast 
them hardly anything hut some materials. For 
instance, two main roads from Bed China to 
the forbidden city of Lhasas in Tibet were 
o}>ened just a few days ago, and .some .350 
Communist truck s roared into the city where 
they could virtually look down on the roof of 
the world and acrass to India. It was an im- 
p re.ssive showing of what a slave economy can 
do. The great bulk of the exp enditure was for 
materials. A half million laborers work ed for 
mere sustenance, and one in every ten of them 
died of injuries, exhnu.stion and freezing. There 
are always more where they came from—and 
they have no union, nor any friends. 


Jo n ep h Ah o p 
Th e Ou tp o sts Are in Da n /a er 


BANGKOK, Thailand—In Bangk ok , where 
they lik e to laugh, the current jok e in the 
more literate circles is the cover of an Amer­ 
ican news magazine, showing a handsome 
p ortrait of Secretary of Slate John Foster 
Dulles 
with 
the 
legend. 
“ He 
strengthened the outp o.sts.” 
For Thailand is the richest 
p rize in all the vast, rich south­ 
east Asian area which is now 
the p rimary target of world Com­ 
munist infiltration and aggres­ 
sion. 
And 
the 
outp osts 
here­ 
abouts have not been noticeably 
strengthened. 
Desp ite the contrary advice of 
->• ai*©» 
Secretary Dulles, one k ey outp ost, northern 
Indochina, has already been surrounded. The 
enemy has been virtually handed the k eys to 
two more outp osts, southern Indochina and 
the offshore islands of Formosa. 
The sacrifice of the other Indochina outp asts 
has p laced the two weak but strategically vital 
border states, Laos and Cambodia in most 
deadly danger. If both Laos and Cambodia are 
allowed to fall, no one in his senses here 
think s this charming, feck less, oddly gov­ 
erned country will be able to withstand the 
resulting increase of CommunLst p ressure. And 
so the chain reaction will p roceed w ith mount­ 
ing force. 
At home, p erhap s, the p rosp ect of thi.s vast 
up heaval in the world balance of p awcr may 
stiU seem comfortably remote. It does not 
seem so here, for several different reasons.

I 
The first is the simp le reason of geograp hy. 
^ Back in the bad old imp erialist days, when 
the French seized Thailand’s border p rovinces 
to form Laos and enlarge Cambodia, they 
drew the new frontier with the p urp ose of 
p rep aring their next p lanned move, which was 
to have been a grab for Bangk ok itself. Thus 
any force concentrated at Sisop hon on the 
Cambodian border, 
look s 
right 
down the 
throat of any government in Bangk ok . It is 
only 168 miles, and easy walk ing or driving 
distance all the way, with no natural defen.se 
p ositions anywhere, between Sisop hon and this 
city. 
When the time of more acute danger may 
p robably begin, a coup le of years from now, 
the arm y of the Viet Minh will comp rise some­ 
where bÑetween 15 and 20 tough regular divis­ 
ions. The p resent Thai forces, which are not 
lik ely to be effecitvely increased, comp rise an 
arm y of about 50,000 combat troop s and ap ­ 
p roximately 15,000 p aramilitary p olice. Hence 
the unbalance will be overwhelming. 
Consequently no allied SEATO or, other force 
* ccnü d arrive in time to save Bangk ok from a 
I determined Viet Minh attack from Sisop hon. 
A relieving force would only "liberate” Thai­ 
land after it had been subjugated, p illaged and 
p urged. This being a p rosp ect which few Thais 
’ enjoy, tíie m ere ap p earance of an enemy force 
I at Sisop hwi, the mere threat to invade, might 
weU bring Thailand down as Joshua’s trump ets 
brought down the Walls of Jericho. 
"Massive reCaliaticxi” will be comp licated to 
emp loy in these circumstances. It is much 
wiser to stop talk ing about massive retaliation, 
and to lace the hard fact that if Cambodia 
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falls, it IS alino.st sure to be fatal to Thailand, 
one way or another,

As for the loss of Laos, it will be enormously 
dangerous but it may not be fatal. And it is 
jiKst a.H well that there is this much difference 
between Laos 
and 
Cambtxiia; 
for whereas 
Cambixlia is virtually free of Viet Minh infil­ 
tration, the Viet Minh stooges, the "Free 
Laos” are .strongly established in two Laotion 
p rovinces. The country has bt'en utterly dis­ 
organized by the Indochinese fighting. And 
the non-Communi.st Laotian government is just 
as disorganized as the country it seek s to 
govern. 
The border between Laos and Thailand is 
very long. It is not effectively p atrolled—I 
went from Nonp k liay up the Mek ong River 
to Vietiane in Laos in a border p atrol launch, 
and since 
we 
went 
aground 
three times, 
p atrolling can hardly be a regular activity. 
Furthermore, on the Thai side of this border 
with Laos, there is the northeastern Thai re­ 
gion, already somewhat disaffected because 
it is drought strick en and p oorer than the rest 
of the country, and containing two ready­ 
made fifth columns. One of these fifth columns 
Is a group of about 45,000 Viet Minh refugees 
from the French. These p eop le were admitted 
to Thailand eight years ago by the then Prime 
Minister Prldi Phanamayong. who Is now a 
C'ommuni.st stooge in Peip ing. 
I saw these Vict Namese when I was in the 
Nortli. The vast majority of them are abso­ 
lutely controlled by an underground Viet Minh 
government, with its own Communist head­ 
men, its own 
p olice 
and 
even Communist 
courts. The Vict Minh grip is such that even 
the Catholic Viet Namese around Nongk hay 
are p olitically ruled by the Communists, and 
their p riests can do nothing about it but wring 
their hands. The Thai government is trying, 
rather vaguely, to rep atriate the Viet Mmh 
fifth column to their own country. But in 
northeast Thailand, you also find the admirers 
of a magnetic local chieftain. Tieng Sirik hond, 
who may have as many as three or four hun­ 
dred thousand followers in these p rovinces. 
After being rumored dead, Tieng Sirik hond 
has turned up with Ho Chi Minh. He is now 
trying to recruit bold sp irits throughout north­ 
east Thailand, for training with the Viet Minh 
as future infiltrators. 
For the reason given in a p revious rep ort, 
that the mass of Thais hate the Chinese and 
Viet Namese and regard Communism as an 
enemy exp ort, the situation may still be res­ 
cued if Laos falls. But it will not be rescued 
if facts are not faced; if wordy b(» sts con­ 
tinue to be substituted for serious p olicy mak ­ 
ing; and if we fail to show the k ind of p rep a­ 
ratory foresight so remark ably demonstrated 
by the activities of Tieng Sirik hond, whose 
m asters have already instructed him to lay 
the groundwork for the p ush in Thailand he 
k nows is still some years ahead in time.

derson has fought from the start. 
The one-time Agriculture secretary in the 
Truman cabinet related he had made the in­

threat 
to 
Atomic 
Commission 
Chairman Lewis Strauss. 
They had 
a p rivate talk last month when 
Strauss visited a major atomic installation in 
New Mexico, Anderson informed the Demo­ 
cratic committeemen that Strauss had ex­ 
p ressed a "desire to work out a comp romise.” 
"I told him the only comp romise we would 
accep t was for them to drop this deal,” Ander­ 
son declared, "that we will tak e nothing less 
than that. 1 also notified him that if the admin­ 
istration p ersists in going through with this 
contract, 1 would be imp elled to ask this com­ 
mittee to mak e a full investigation of every 
contract signed by the Atomic Commission in 
the last two years.”
